TABLE-TIPPING. 


Revivalof the Remarkable Phenome- 
non in Evansville, Ind. 
From the Evansville Courier. 

It has been some time since matters secem- 
ingly supernatural in the spiritualistic way 
have agitated Evansville people, but indica- 
tions are now pointing in that direction. <A 
‘*medium’’ of remarkable strength has been 
recently developed in the community, and a 
number of more or less power will be certain 
to follow, as several bave developed medium- 
istic qualities in a marked degree already.

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Italian Naval Schemes. 
Krom the Loadon Hour. 


The new Italian man-of-war Italia is the 
largest War vessel yet built. She is to be 
urmed with four 100-ton guns and several 
smaller ones,in addition to which she is to 
carry mitrailieuses. Her prowis supplied 
with a formidable ram. Her propelitng pow- 
er is imparted by twin screws, driven by en- 
vines of 2,000 nominal hersepower,and she is 
expected to attain a speed of sixteen knots 
an hour. Her vulnerable points are protect- 
ed by very heavy armor, but in case that 
should be pierced, her buoyancy is insured 
by a subdivision of the hull into fifty-three 
water-tight compartments and a double cel- 
lular keel. Notwithstanding these precau- 
tions for their safety, it is said that the Italian 
seamen, both cflicers and men, greathy dislike 
the prospect of being appointed to her. The 
Italian economists are crving out against what 
they consider waste of money occasioned by 
these attempts to make Italv mistress of the 
seas. ‘The larger part of this money, which 
will go to the Engiishmen who are construct- 
ing the engines, might be more usefully 
spent on shore, but the 15,000 mechanics that 
bave been employed in the last four years in 
the dock vurd st Castellamare, where the 
Italia was built, are anxiously awaiting the 
commencement of the new vessel that is to 
take her place on the stocks.

EGYPTIAN SPORTS. 


How the Ancients of the Nile Man- 
aged to Kill Time. 
Lord Chief Justice Cochburn_ in Nineteenth Century 
for October. 

Like their Asiatic neighbors and congeners, 
the Egyptians were ardent followers of the 
ebase. Lion hunting, we are told by Sir 
Gardver Witkinson, speaking from the rep- 
resentations on the tombs, was a frequent oc- 
cupation of the kings, who were proud to 
have thefr success.on such occasions record- 
e?. Amunoph the Third boasts of having de- 
stroyed no less than 102 head in one battue, 
Evbiopia, in which lions abousded, was the 
priceipal scene cf this sport, but liops were 
also to be found in the «deserts of hgypt. 
Atherwus mentions one baving been killed 
by the Emperor Hadrian when bunting iathe 
neighborhood of Alexandria. According to 
Sir Gardner Wilkinson, the kings went far to 
tke southin pursuit of elephants. He does 
not mention whether any representation of 
an elephant hunt is to be found on the monu- 
ments. The taste for hunting, Sir Gardner 
telis us, was general with al! classes. The 
alistocracy bad their parks for preserving 
game in the valley of the Nile, which, though 
ona Jess extensive scale than those of their 
Asiatic neighbors, were suilicientiy large to 
erable them fully to enjoy the sport.

In one respect the Egyptians were sports- 
men in the sense in whicn we should use that 
term. Except in these battues in tbe desert, 
they eppear to have killed and taken thejani- 
mals which could properly be called game 
only in open pursuit. They employed no 
snares or traps forthe purpose. The noxious 
unimals, on the otber band. such as leopards, 
byenas, wolves, jackals, foxes, were not only 
bunted for amurement, but might be destroy- 
ed by the peasant, to whose herds or farm- 
vards they were standing enemies,in any way 
by which they could be taken. The poacher 
appears to bave been unknown. 

Not less striking than their hunting was 
the fowling ofthe Egyptians. The lakes and 
marshjand of the Delta and the reedy marshes 
which in many places line the banks of the 
Nile, have ever been the resort of innumer- 
able wildfowil. Hence fowling appears to 
bave been a general pursuit. The profes- 
sional fowler who followed it for his liveli- 
bood used nets and traps: but the sportsman 
brought the birds down with the throw-stick 
stick make of heavy wood from 
a foot and a quarter to two 
feet in length and about an iach 
and a half in breadth, siightly eurved at the 
upper end, and which, being flat, and thus 
encountering but little resistance from the 
air in its flight, could be thrown to a distance, 
and, when thrown by a dexterous hand. with 
considerable accuracy of aim. The method 
of proceedibg appears to have been to creep 
in punts made ofthe papyrus as nojselessly 
as possible into the reeds, the height of which 
concealed their approach till, the birds rising, 
tbe sportsman was enabled to use the throw- 
Stick, ap attendant being at hand who as fast 
us one stick was thrown supplied another.

TRUTH VS. TWADDLE. 

l:very falsehood has a better chance to 
obiain credence and large circulation than 
the truth. Itisone of the populur, com- 
monplace errors to suppose that truth is 
bound to prevail. We know how ready 
people are in private life to believe the 
tongue of gossip, scandal or malice. It is 
worse in our public life, where so large 
and powerful a share of the men and ma- 
chinery for the dissemination and manu- 
facture of political opinions is Republican.

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CHANGING THE GRADES. 


How the Elevators are Preparing for the 
New Standard, 


The rumor has been Current upon 'Change 
forsome time past that the elevators are 
quietly buying up allithe No. 3 wheat in the 
market for the purposeot changins the No. 2 
wheat which they now have in store to the 


new No. 2, which will be the rule after the first 
of January. Itissaidthateuch elevator has 
Leen buyimeg through a broker very targe quars- 
tities of grain for this purpose and tiat 
there will be difticuity in tue 
way ot changing vrvades because 
one ot the rules of the Exchange provides 
that grain shull not be mixedin eievator. To 
discover the real state of affairs a reporter 
this morning interviewed a number of grain 
men and discovered the tacts to be these: 
There will be onthe Ist of January about 
2,000,000 bushels of grain in the elevators; 
there is now about 1,750,000, of which 1,- 
000,000isthe old No. 2. The elevators, by 
nirxing this with un equal quantity of the old 
No. 3, will produce the new No. 2, which is 
halfa grade lower thanthe old. The rule 
which directs that no mixing shall be done 
in the elevators, it is held, has been 
practically abrogated by the change of grade, 
which can only be effected by mixing. A man 
van take his grain out of the elevator, mix it, 
and send it back and itis allright. Why then, 
itis argued, should not this expensive and 
roundabout process be simplified and cheap 
ened by permitting the mixture to be made in 
the elevator? ‘Tbe sentiments of allthe mer- 
chants addressed was that if the elevators 
wantedtomix the grain and lower it to 
the new erade the Exchange rule could not 
stopthem. Some went turther and thought it 
would be a good thingif tne elevators would 
make the change, as in that case, all the 
trouble of altering trom the old to the new 
would be obviated. Unless some wholesale 
change is made at the beginning of the year, 
st. Louis, they say, will be afttilcted with a 
double grade for some time tocome. January 
option on the new No, 2 is to-day 31 06%; 
December on the old No. 2 is $1 04%, a differ- 
ence otover 2 cents. Tie difference is realiy 
over three cents, all things considered, and 
leaving two cents asthe cost of carrying, this 
wakes the new one cent lower than the old, 

The elevators will realize very handsomely 
out of the change, evenfif the new grade is 
cheaper than the old. Taking yesterday’s 
figures, No. 3 wheat sold for 95% and No, 2 
$1 O2. The grain must be mixed in equal pro- 
poitions and hence two Dushels ot the new 
will be worth $1 973, and one bushel 987; 
adding to this 3 cents for carrying, 2 cents for 
interest and 7; of acentfor insurance would 
make a total present value of $1 04%: 
subtracting this trom the present cost, $L 07, 
the elevators will make 2'‘y vents on every 
bushelthey buy and handle at yesterday’s 
rates. This fluctuates, of copree, with each 
days’ quotations. The very evident profit is 
exciting a great deal of buying and thereis no 
voubt tbat all of the elevators will clear very 
haudsowe suins upon the transaction. It lias 
excited some surprise atnong those 
who opposed the ehunye ot 
grades that the new No. 2 
has not fallen in price morethan it has done.
